1S5.G5.000 miles In diam-
eter, if a bright line in space so that It
could be seen, wonld appear to be so
small that the telemlcrometer could not
measure it Not knowing tbe distance,
tbe size cannot be known.

But Judging rom Its light when com-
pared with that of other suns whose
distances are fairly weU known, it
must be colossal many times larger
than our medium sized star, the sun.
